100,000 Hear Opening Address 
At Ohio Celebration Of 
Westward Pioneering 


MARIETTA, O. (W)—Under a blazing 
Ohio sun, President Roosevelt today 
called upon the American people to 
elect “forward-looking representatives 
to run their government.” 


A crowd estimated at 100,000 hailed 
the chief executive in historic Mus- 
kingum Park here as he fired the first 
shot in his nationwide offensive on 
those battle-fronts where the phil- 
osophy of the new deal is being chal- 
lenged in primary contests. 

Flanked by opposing democratic can- 
didates for the senate—former Gover- 
nor George White and Senator Robert 
J. Bulkley, an old Harvard classmate— 
Mr. Roosevelt specifically paid tribute 
to Bulkley for his work in projecting 
administration reforms, referring to 
him affectionately as “Bob.” 

The President, offering a vigorous 
verbal defense of his policies, hailed 
his administration’s “protective stat- 
utes” as mutual insurance companies 
that in effect were but a return to 
the healthy practices of mutual Self- 
help of the early settlers of the north- 
west. 

His speech was in connection with 
the 150th anniversary celebration of 
the settling of the northwest territory.

River Expedition Signals 
By “Calisthenics” That 
No Help Is Needed 


LEE’S FERRY, Ariz., ()—Six mem- 
bers of an expedition down the tur- 
bulent Colorado River were reported 
“safe and sound” today, drifting to- 
ward Lee’s Ferry for a_ scheduled 
stop. 

A U.S. Coast Guard searching plane 
from El] Paso flew up the river last 
night and reported sighting the party 
camped on dry land 20 .miles upstream 
from this river outpost. 

The pilots said they dropped three 
prepared notes along the banks of the 
river. 

The first was: “If you are the scien- 
tific expedition from the University of 
Michigan, all persons lie down.” 

The pilots said all six persons lay 
down. 

The second message said: “Tf every- 
body okay, raise your arms in a hori- 
zontal position.”’ 

All six raised their arms, the pilots 
said. 

The third note said: “If you need 
food, everybody sit down.” 

No one sat down, the pilots said. 


Airplane Crash 
Kills Woman 


Two Injured, 7 Others Unhurt 
As Transport Falls 100 Feet 
Near Billings, Mont., Airport 


BILLINGS, Mont., (iP) — A woman 
was killed, two men were injured and 
seven other persons escaped injury to- 
day when a big Northwest Airlines 
plane crashed just after the take-off 
here on an eastbound flight. 

The new Lockheed “Zephyr” had 
gained only about 100 feet altitude 
when the plane began losing speed and 
nosed down. It hit the earth about 
1,000 yards from the airport runway 
and then careened crazily along the 
rough terrain until it crashed into a 
jack pine at the edge of a 75-foot can- 
yon, 

Mrs. N. S. Mackie of Evanston, Ml., 
died an hour and a half after the ac- 
cident. from a head injury suffered 
when she was thrown clear of the 
plane. 

All “Zephyr” type planes of the line 
grounded last winter after one had 
crashed near Boxeman, Mont., with 
the loss of 10 lives. Inspectors 
discovered a “tail flutter’ which pre- 
sented a potential hazard. When this 
was changed the suspension was lift- 
eq and the line again used the planes.
